Mr.  J.  P.  Richardson  was  born  in  Simpsonville,  South  Carolina, 
in  1912.  After  graduating  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina, 
he  held  a position  in  the  accounting  division  of  the  State  Highway 
Department.  In  July,  1939,  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Granbury. 
From  April  15,  1940  to  April  1,  1942,  he  was  connected  with  the 
Hospital  Section  of  The  Duke  Endowment  at  Charlotte  as  field 
representative.  On  April  1,  1942,  he  came  to  the  Burrus  Memorial 
as  administrator  of  the  hospital. 
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MISS  EVELYN  M.  HEATH 

Supt.  of  Nurses 


Miss  Heath  became  Superintendent  of  Nurses  of  The  Burrus 
Memorial  Hospital  in  May,  1942. 

She  is  a graduate  of  Peninsula  General  Hospital,  Salisbury, 
Maryland,  with  the  class  of  ’29. 

In  1930-31  she  was  night  supervisor  at  Accanac  Memorial 
Hospital,  Massawadax,  Va.,  and  was  superintendent  of  the  hospital 
from  1931-40. 

She  was  superintendent  of  Columbus  County  Hospital,  White- 
ville,  N.  C.,  1940-42. 
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Dr.  J.  T.  Burrus 
(1880— 1936) 
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The  present  operating  room,  with  patients’ 
rooms,  a nursery  and  a small  diet  kitchen  above 
it,  was  added  in  1927 

At  this  time,  Miss  Hazel  Johnson,  who  had 
trained  herself  for  the  purpose,  became  part- 
time  Instructor  of  Nurses.  She  and  the  staff  doc- 
tors, who  participate  in  the  training  of  the  stu- 
dent nurses,  planned  a comprehensive  program 
for  nursing  education.  Since  that  time,  the  stu- 
dent body  has  grown  considerably,  there  now 
being  thirty-one  students.  The  school  has  con- 
sistently met  all  the  requirements  of  the  North 
Carolina  Standardization  Board  of  Nurse’s 
Training  Schools  and  of  the  American  Hospital 
Association. 

The  hospital  personnel  has  grown  as  well  as 
the  student  nursing  group.  The  equipment  and 
buildings  of  the  hospital  have  been  kept  up-to- 
date  by  repair  and  replacement,  including  an 
entirely  new  X-ray  installation  throughout.  The 
back  wing  of  the  hospital  was  extended  to  in- 
clude a modern  kitchen,  diet  kitchen  facilities 
and  additional  patients’  rooms. 

In  1933  the  hospital  was  converted  from  a pri- 
vate institution  to  one  of  Community  Auspices 
to  be  operated  by  a self  perpetuation  board  of 
trustees.  The  financial  transaction  involved  Dr. 
Burrus  contributing  two-thirds  of  the  property 
valuation  and  the  Hospital  Section  of  the  Duke 
Endowment  contributed  one  third.  Because  of 
Dr.  Burrus’  generosity  and  his  untiring  efforts 
in  building  up  the  institution,  it  was  suggested 
that  he  be  signally  honored  by  giving  the  hos- 
pital his  name.  Thus  the  name  of  the  hospital 
was  changed  to  and  incorporated  as  The  Burrus 
Memorial  Hosptial,  Inc.  Dr.  Burrus  remained 
as  chief  of  staff. 

The  incorporators  and  the  first  board  of  trus- 
tees were  as  follows:  Chairman,  Rev.  H.  N. 
Bowne;  vice-chairman,  Dr.  O.  B.  Bonner;  sec- 
retary-treasurer, Dr.  H.  L.  Brockman;  Dr.  John 
T.  Burrus,  Carter  Dalton,  E.  W.  Freeze,  R.  O. 
Lindsay,  A.  S.  Parker,  Fred  A.  Thomas  and 
Frank  Wineskie. 

Dr.  Burrus’  death,  on  June  6,  1936,  was  a 
great  loss  to  this  whole  section  and  most  par- 
ticularly to  that  group  of  men  and  women  who 
had  worked  by  his  side  through  the  years  to 


build  up  an  institution  dedicated  to  community 
service  and  professional  integrity. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Brockmann  succeeded  Dr.  Burrus 
as  Chief-of-Staff  in  1936.  During  that  year  an 
efficient  sprinkler  system  to  reduce  fire  hazards 
was  installed.  A new  emergency  room,  planned 
before  Dr.  Burrus’  death,  was  built. 

In  1940  additional  provisions  for  seven  pati- 
ents, a large  modern  laboratory,  and  two  exam- 
ining rooms  were  added. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees in  January,  1942,  Dr.  Brockmann  resign- 
ed as  Chief-of-Staff.  Dr.  Emmett  A.  Sumner, 
formerly  associate  Chief-of-Staff  was  elected 
Chief-of-Staff  and  Dr.  S.  S.  Saunders  was 
elected  associate  Chief-of-Staff. 

On  April  1,  1942,  Mrs.  McCaskill  (Miss  Muse) 
who  had  endeared  herself  during  thirty  years 
of  faithful,  efficient  and  consecrated  service  to 
the  hospital  and  community,  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  J.  P.  Richardson  who  was  given  the  title 
of  administrator.  He  in  turn  secured  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Evelyn  M.  Heath  to  serve  as 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  assistant  admin- 
istrator. 

Mr.  Richardson  was  formerly  Field  Repre- 
sentative for  the  Hospital  Section  of  the  Duke 
Endowment  and  Miss  Heath  was  Superintend- 
ent of  Columbia  County  Hospital,  Whiteville, 
N.  C. 

Since  his  connection  with  the  hospital,  Mr. 
Richardson  has  brought  about  many  improve- 
ments has  had  installed  more  modern  equip- 
ment such  as:  Business  office  and  nursery  re- 
modeled and  several  rooms,  including  operating 
suite,  remodeled  and  painted;  asphalt  tile  on 
first  floor  hall  and  ward;  several  items  of  equip- 
ment including  resuscitator,  suction  machine, 
modern  water  cooler  and  machine  for  Obste- 
trical Anesthesia  purchased;  full  time  book- 
keeper employed  and  complete  double  entry 
system  of  books  installed. 

In  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, January,  1943,  Dr.  Sumner  was  re-elected 
Chief-of-Staff  and  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Geddie  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  Saunders  as  Associate  Chief-of-Staff.

On  September  1,  1940,  ten  girls,  namely,  Hazel  Crouse,  Ruth  Lundy,  Bertha 
Johnson,  Viola  Corriher,  Doris  Craig,  Lois  Kearns,  Martha  Crutchfield,  Mary  King, 
Virginia  Carter  and  Margaret  Bailey,  appeared  at  intervals  at  the  Burrus  Nurses 
Home.  There  were  various  expressions  to  be  read  on  the  ten  faces — homesickness, 
timidity,  determination  and  on  one  small  round  face  could  be  plainly  read  'Tm 
going  to  be  Valedictorian  of  this  class.” 

Our  first  four  months  were  spent  in  worrying  about  which  part  of  our 
cranial  apparatus  was  large  enough  to  hold  500  new  words  which  it  took  someone 
hundreds  of  years  to  find  a name  and  definition  for.  We  were  given  a little  red 
dictionary  to  help  us  with  this,  but  it  did  us  very  little  good  because  each  time 
we  looked  up  one  word  we  had  to  turn  right  around  and  look  up  every  word  in  the 
definition.  Christmas  holidays  saw  us  over  this  obstacle,  however. 

In  January  we  were  given  our  caps  and  bibs.  After  a few  weeks  of  holding 
our  caps  on  with  one  hand  and  trying  to  carry  on  our  work  with  the  other,  we  be- 
gan to  feel  a little  more  at  home  in  the  hospital.  Two  of  the  class  namely,  Mary  King 
and  Bertha  Johnson  had  dropped  out  in  the  meantime  and  in  February  another, 
Viola  Corriher  forgot  herself  and  said  "Yes  indeed”  to  the  call  of  matrimony 
represented  by  "Lightning  Everhart.” 

Several  parties  plus  the  graduation  exercises,  reception  and  summer  "vacations 
and  the  arrival  of  new  nurses  landed  the  remaining  seven  girls  into  our  Junior  year. 
This  year  flew  by  swiftly  marked  forever  in  our  memory  because  of  the  increas- 
ing seriousness  of  the  war  overseas,  our  country’s  declaration  of  war,  new  asso- 
ciates, and  new  friendships,  changes  in  the  hospital  staff,  operating  room  experi- 
ences and  new  responsibilities  entrusted  to  us. 

Basket  ball,  dancing,  bicycle  riding,  t ennis  and  bowling  took  up  our  off  duty 
hours  during  our  Junior  year.  Adequate  proof  of  the  enjoyment  derived  from  these 
sports  could  be  seen  by  the  peculiar  limping  gaits,  bruised  shins  and  knees,  and  the 
decrease  in  the  supply  of  tr.  of  merthiolate  in  the  first  aid  room. 

The  first  highlight  of  our  Senior  year  was  the  fact  that  a black  band  was  put 
on  our  caps.  We  soon  began  to  realize  just  what  these  little  strips  of  black  ribbons 
meant  when  we  were  given  total  responsibility  of  our  halls.  Later  in  January  six  of 
us  realized  it  even  more  when  due  to  some  carelessness  on  our  part  the  bands  were 
taken  away  from  us  for  a short  while..  In  a way  this  year  has  been  a sad  one  for  some 
of  us,  because  many  of  our  friends  and  relatives  have  been  called  to  the  armed  forces. 
In  another  way  this  has  been  an  inspiration  to  us,  because  at  the  end  of  our  training 
days  we  hope  to  be  prepared  to  help  our  c ountry  meet  this  world  emergency  and 
combat  it  just  as  our  boys,  doctors,  and  nurses  are  already  doing.
